Fellow farm 
ors I firmly believe the time has come 
when we should care for the feed ln 
a ration this valuable by product of 
the beet crop. 

So far in Southern Alberta we have 
pretty much allowed the beet tops to 
go to waste. But if they are worth 
$15 an acre as stock feed .that means 
that they are worth as much on the 
farm as a 30-bushel crop of wheat is 
worth on the farm today. And that's 
too much money to allow to go to 
waste. 

This is a good year in which to 
make a start saving the beet tops. If 
you haven’t livestock enough to feed 
Uicm to, then it shouldn't be hard to 
find a stockman who will buy them 
at a reasonable figure.—Lethbridge 
Herald.

that many more eggs added to the sur 
plus they hAve down there, ami more 
money has to be deducted from the 
value of the eggs If they are sent 
oveft to the Old Country markets. 

This applies to everything the farm 
or raises. 

The home market is the best mar 
ket, and the nearer It is to the place 
where the article Is produced, the 
more profitable it is to the producer. 

The closer a piece of land wheth¬ 
er it is a 2G ft. lot or a 180 acre home 
stead is to the centre of things, the 
more it is worth. Growing towns and 
cities, where there are men and wo¬ 
men working, are increasing values 
of land in the tributary area, because 
the people on the land have a larger 
market, more people to eat what they 
raise, and the price has not to be 
reduced in order to take care of 
freight or express charges or extra 
handling charges. 

So, to build the home market— 
whether it is in your own farming 
district, your home town, your near¬ 
est city, or our own province, or the 
Dominion of Canada — the right 
thing to do is to buy at your nearest 
market and help to make that mar¬ 
ket a larger consumer of what you 
have to sell. 

Of course, there is always the ques 
tion of price. But in the majority 
of cases you will And, that all things 
considered, you can do Just as well by 
buying articles which arc made In the 
closest point of production instead 
of buying an imported article which 
is made by some firm whose employ¬ 
ees are not using anything that Is 
raised on your farm, or on any other 
Canadian farm. 

There are some things that have 
to be imported chiefly in the nature 
of raw supplies—but there are an 
awful lot of goods that are manufac 
teured in Canada of which we can 
use more.
